At the April 10, 2020 Board meeting (held via 
Zoom), the EBARC Executive Committee 
approved an “online office” for the club: 
EBHam.office@gmail.com. 


This account is EBARC’s new public “face,” 
and every current Board member receives a 
forwarded copy of email sent to it. All (and 
only) current officers can login to this account. 
The account contains the email addresses for 
every current member. This membership 
contact list will be used for “email blasts.” Any 
officer can send a blast, which should be 
signed with the officer’s name, callsign, and 
office held. Therefore, EBHam isn’t spam, and 
the easiest way to contact all officers, is to 
send an email message to EBHam! 
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In addition to facilitating contact with our 
members and the public, EBHam holds 
important records (read/write accessible only to 
current officers). The purpose is as a 
repository for historical information (e.g. 
minutes and Treasurer reports). It also holds 
information for the “hit by a truck” succession 
of EBARC officers as the composition of the 
EBARC Board changes in the future. 
Examples of information held are; inventory, 
how to run an election, election tallies, 
insurance and corporation papers, how to write 
the newsletter, meeting topics and presenters, 
membership database, letterhead, Field Day 
documents, publicity flyers, etc. The purpose 
is to hold only files that might be needed in the 
future, organized by subject and/or function.
